Splendid singing distinguished 
the performance of “Aida” last 
night by the San Carlo Opera Com- 
pany. Verdi's spectacular and mu- 
sically enchanting work, presented 
at Philharmonic Auditorium, 
brought forward a cast of princi- 
pals that has seldom been rivaled 
for untform excellence in opera of 
the popular type. Fach and every 
singer competed sealously for first 
aonors, yet never in such a way ae 
to destroy the perfection of a very 
| fine ensemble. 

Applause again and again indi- 
cated the audience's approval for 
the singing of the familiar arias, 
| the duets and the bigger concerted 
numbers which adorn the poetic 
impression as recreated in the story 
of ancient Egypt. Aida has been 
heard several times in more preten- 
tious productions here already this 
season, but in its general quality 
this one compared very favorably 
with the others, allowing of course 
for their more elaborate investi- 
ture, and the fact that they were 
given with singers to whose names 
more glamour attaches. 

Judged by this production. 
which is the first that I have seen 
during the engagement, I should 
say that Fortune Gallo has sent 
west hie very best organization 
from a musical standpoint.

PASADENA, Jan. 120.--A stern 
plea for America’s entrance into 
the World Court as the next great 
step toward world peace was made 
by Dr. Henry Atkinson, interna- 
tionally known secretary of the 
Church Peace Union of New York, 
at the close of the thiré day of 
the conference of Pacific Coast 
Theo.ogical Society which held its 
final session last night at the First 
Presbyterian Church at Pasadena. 

“The tasks facing the world aft- 
er a great war are far greater than 
those during the war itself,” Dr 
Atkinson declared. “It ip easie: to 
win « war than it is to establish 
a lasting peace,” he stated. 

Kkxpositions of the fact of evolu- 
tion by Dr. Charlies A. Koford, head 
of the depsrtment of tovlogy vf 
the University of California, and 
subsequent ciscussio,, of points 
brought out occupied a greater part 
of the closing day's sessions. 


TRACES DEVELOPMENT 
Man's deVelopment to the pres- 
ent state through the long ages of 
progressive forms, exemplified at 
one point by the fishes and later 
by the monkeys, was traced by the 
speaker. 

“Modern man's mementos of the 
time when he walked the earth on 
all fours are seen in the base of 
the spine—once a tall; the post- 
ior of the heart and abdominal 
muscles. whorls on the fingerprints 
and the lobes of the ears,” Dr. Ko- 
ford declared. 

Though a part of his audtence 
were taken aback by his bold state- 
ments that man descended from 
the ape, the discussion that fol- 
lowed was free from acerbity and 
was co..ducted calmly under the di- 
rection of Dr. Robert Freeman, 
pastor vf the First Presbyterian 
Church of Pasadena, who acted as 
chairman. » 

Prof. H. L. Willett of the Uni- 
versity of California talked on 
“Great Men and Books of the 01d 
iesiament.’ He frowned on at- 
tempts of certain clergymen to in- 
terpret statements in the Bible 
a divine protatic ot future 


DOOTRINE SYMPOSIUM 
“The Bible is neither history nor 
literature,” he said, “but rather 
combination of religious doctrines, 
sermons and ritual It is the gréat- 
est book in the world as it contains 
the early Hebrew writing and the 
life and memoirs of Christ.” he 
continued. “It is but a chapter of 
the history of the religion of the 
world. 

“Every race has made its con- 
tribution to human life. The Ro- 
mans organized society asgwe know 
it today, the Greeks were 
teachers, and the contribution 
the Jew was teach'ngs of morality, 
decared Prot. Willett. 

The purpose of the conference 
was to promote Christian think- 
ing and has had as its aim not 
the pursuit of any one creed but 
rather public discussion by lead- 
ers in the field of religion, science 
and education.
